TORONTO (AP) — Leaders of 
the world’s wealthiest democra- 
cies yesterday concluded a 
three-day summit conference, 
calling for further help to the 
world’s rest countries. 

Ata concluding ceremo- 
ny, host Prime Minister Brian Mul- 
roney of Canada bade farewell to 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan, 
who wes attending his eighth and 
last summit since he is leaving office 
next January before the next 


meeting. 
Mulroney read aloud in French 


. and in English the formal communi- 


que which: O Urged continued pro- 
gress toward reducing agricultural 
subsidies, but stopped short of en- 
dorsing Reagan’s call for ending the 
help to farmers by the year 2600. 
O Called for special attention to the 
Philippines, and other heavily in- 
debted countries whose economic 
and political concems could threat- 
en their stability. 

O Championed the free-market eco- 
nomics espoused by Reagan and 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher. 

The leaders agreed on reschedul- 
ing the debt of the world’s poorest 
countries, with a package of options 
that would allow creditors to choose 
among lower interest rates, extend- 


ed loan repayment periods, or write- 


offs of some debt service. 


“This approach allows official 
creditors to choose options consis- 
tent with their legal or budgetary 
constraints,” the statement said. 

Proclaiming their talks “have 
benefitted both our own countries 
and the wider world community,” 
they agreed to hold another three- 
day summit in France next year, be- 
ginning July 14, the bicentennial of 
the start of the French Revolution. 

As expected, there was no agree- 
ment on the contentious agricultural 
subsidy issue, with the leaders call- 
ing only for progress toward reduc- 
ing the supports, not an end to the 


system. 

They called for their negotiators 
to develop a package of proposals 
for “the reduction of all direct and 
indirect subsidies” of agricultural 
trade. 

The statement said Gatt, a forum 
for regulating international trade,

‘Soviets 
moving 
to ease 
exit rules’

The Soviets are drafting a more 
liberal emigration law that would 
allow greater numbers of Jews to 
leave, according to Prof. Irwin 
Cotler, who arrived here this week 
following a visit to Moscow. 

Cotier, a legal scholar and bu- 

ights activist from Montreal, 
told reporters in Jerusalem yester- 
day that he had discussed the emi- 
gration law and other changes in the 
Soviet legal system with government 
Officials and scholars in Moscow. 

He also said that some of these 
Officials indicated that more refu- 
seniks would get permission to leave 
following the Communist Party con- 
ference later this month. 

Cotler detected a “‘real revolu- 
tion” in Soviet legal thinking stimu- 
lated by glasnost. But in some ways, 
he said, the new approaches 
amounted to no more than a pretty 
facade to hide the harsh reality.

Mehran has been largely deserted 
since the Iran-Iraq war erupted 
nearly eight years ago. It has 
changed hands at least five times. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Jeffrey Ulbrich reported from Meh- 
ran Sunday that the town was filled 
with jubilant rebel fighters. But he 
said there was no sign of heavy fight- 
ing in the town, largely flattened in 
earlier battles. Most of the fighting 
apparently took place in the foot- 
hills around the town. 

While the capture of Mehran was 
Jargely symbolic, it nevertheless 
marked another military setback for 
the Iranians, who have suffered two 
major defeats by the Iraqi army in 
April and May. 

Iraq's 7th Corps, led by elite Pres- 
idential Guard brigades, drove the 
Iranians out of the Faw peninsula in 
southern Iraq April 18, ending more 
than two years of Iranian 
occupation. 

On May 25. the Iraqis’ 3rd Corps, 


again spearheaded by Presidential 
Guards units, pushed the Iranians out 
of their hard-won bridgehead 
around Salamcheh east of the south- 
em port of Basra. The Iranians had 
seized the area in heavy fighting in 
early 1987. 

Those defeats, which came amid 
reports of mounting political unrest 
in Iran, triggered a major shake-up 
of Iran's military command by Kho- 
meini. He handed over control of 
the military to Parliament Speaker 
Hashemi Rafsanjani, one of his clos- 
est aides, appointing him acting 
commander-in-chief, a post Kho- 
meinj himself had held. 

Rafsanjani's orders were to reor- 
ganize Iran's fractious forces, main- 
ly the regular army and the Revolu- 
tionary Guards, eliminate parallel 
chains of command that have long 
bedevilled Iranian military opera- 
tions, and regain the initiative on 
the battlefield. 

In previous operations, the NLA 
has rarely saved inside Iran for 
more than 48 hours before pulling 
back to bases inside Iraq.

Mah- 
moud Attai, the NLA’s chief of 
staff, said in ἃ communique: “We 
are contemplating much larger of- 
fensives for which the capture of the 
city of Mehran is considered only a 
prelude.“

Bi Strange wins for his Dad 


BROOKLINE (AFP) - Ameri- 
can Curtis Strange defeated Brit- 
ain’s Nick Faldo in an 18-hole play- 
off to win the U.S. Open and stem a 


. foreign invasion. 


Strange, who won his first major 
after 14 career victories, shot an 
even-par 71 on the demanding 
7,010-yard course to beat Faldo, 
who carded a four-over 75. 

While Strange had only to defeat 
one British golfer. his feat brought 
to mind the historic 1913 U.S. 
Open, when unknown American 
Francis Ouimet beat Britain's best -- 
Harry Vardon and Ted Ray - mm a 
plavoff. 

Ouimet’s victory 75 years ago ush- 
ered in 70 years of U.S. dominance 
in golf, and Strange's win today may 
herald the beginning of the end of 
several years of foreign domination. 

Monday's playoff round was a ti- 
tanic struggle from beginning to 
end. 

The turning point of the round in 
Strange’s mind came at the par-four 
13th, when Faldo three-putted from 
25 feet after Strange knocked in a 
snaking 30-footer for a birdie. But 
Faldo, who, as last year's British 
Open winner, was bidding to be- 
come the first golfer since Tom Wat- 
son in 1982 to hold both titles, felt 


_he still had a chance. 


Faldo's drive on the par-five 14th 
enabled him to hit his second shot to 
within 30 feet of the flag and he cut 


Strange’s lead to two on the 14th 
with a birdie. But Faldo felt he lost 
the match on the par-three 16th 
hole, where he missed an 18-foot 
birdie putt that would have trimmed 
the lead to one. 

“Sixteen was annoying, ” he said. 
“If I had holed that one. who knows 
what might have happened.” What 
did happen was a bogey for Faldo on 
the famous par-four 17th, where 
Ouimet iced his win over Vardon 
and Ray so many years ago. 

“This is the greatest thing I've 
ever done,” Strange said, ‘And this 
is the greatest feeling I've ever 
had." Faldo. who had said his 
dream came true when he won the 
British Open, took defeat graceful- 
ly. “T played well, but I didn’t make 
a few putts that keep you in the 


game. ; 
After his win, Strange released 
some deeply rooted feelmes for his 
father and said he would have pre- 
ferred to have won on Sunday, 
which is Father's Day in the U.S. 
“I have to thank my dad. This is 
for him,” Strange said. wiping tears 
from his eyes. “I just wish vou 
could've been here.” Strange, who 
began learning golf from his father 
at age nine, was 14 years old when 
his father died, but said he still car-

Laying the Foundation Stones in 1918 


Seventy years ago, on July 24, 1918, 
while the guns of World War | were 
still roaring just a short distance north 
of Jerusalem, the foundation stones 
were laid for the future Hebrew Uni- 
versity of Jerusalem on a plot of land, 
the Gray Hill estate on Mount Scopus, 
which had been purchased to provide 
a site for the University. On that his- 
toric day, the leaders of the Yishuv 
gathered for the festive ceremony. 
Prominent among them was Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann, the premier mov- 
ing force behind the new University 
and the man who was later to become 
the first President of the State of Israel. 
It was Dr. Weizmann who, in the 
early 1900s, had secured the backing 
of the World Zionist Congress and

ue to look beyond Jerusalem for 
their vacations, the Jerusalem Hotel 
Association, in conjunction with the 
Ministry of Tourism and the Tour- 
ism Division of the Jerusalem Mu- 
nicipality, has launched a broad- 
ranging discount campaign for 
hotels, restaurants, tourist sites, car- 
hire agencies, discotheques and oth- 
er places of entertainment. 

The hotels are offering discounts 
from between 25% to 40 %. Dis- 
counts in excess of this would not be 
economically viable, Greenbaum 
noted, adding that the hoteliers had 
learned this lesson in 1986, when 
they mounted their first domestic 
tourism campaign in response to the 
tourism crisis of that period. 

But whereas that particular cam- 
paign had been used as a stop-gap, 
the current campaign according to

Home gas safety ‘unsatisfactory’

Trifling with peace 

SOME reputedly well-meaning Palestinians have expressed 
ise over the lack of response to a document submitted to 

the U.S. State Department last week by Bassam Abu-Sherif, 
political adviser to PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat. Titled 
“Prospects for a Palestinian-Israeli settlement,” the document 
purports to advance a two-state solution of the Palestinian- 
Israeli conflict, which would meet what is described as the 
common objective of both Israelis and Palestinians, lasting 

ce and security. 

The State Department’s reasons for so far failing to respond 
to that PLO document are obviously its own. But the reasons 
Mr. Abu-Sherif has not won any thunderous applause for his 
pro, in Israel, even among critics of Likud policies, 
should plainly be stated. 

There is admittedly one striking novelty in Mr. Abu-Sherif’s 
document: its language. Never in the PLO’s history have its 
Pl been wrapped in so alluring a phraseology of peace- 
ful intent. That true believer and father of the original Pales- 
tinian Covenant, Ahmed Shukairy, must be turning in his 
grave. Mr. Abu-Sherif even proposes direct talks between the 
PLO and Israel’s government, whoever its leaders may be, 
under a UN-sponsored international conference. 

. Talks, yes, but hardly negotiations. Mx. Abu-Sherif rejects 
the idea of any foreign power imposing a settlement on the 
parties. What he proposes instead is that Israel simply endorse 
of its own volition what may reasonably be viewed as the first 
stage in the PLO programme. In exchange for the PLO’s 
acceptance of Resolutions 242 and 338, Israel will accept the 
“other” UN resolutions “which do recognize the national 
tights of the Palestinian people.” 

Israel will recognize the Palestinians’ right to self-determi- 
nation and a state of their own. It will, after an internationally- 
supervised referendum in the West Bank and Gaza, accept the 
PLO as rightful heir to Jordan in these areas. It will, like the 
Palestinians, accept international guarantees of its security. 
These guarantees, it . Will serve as a substitute for a 
peace treaty in which the independent state of Palestine might 
formally recognize Israel’s rightful statehood. ᾿ 

In short, the supposed peace document to which Mr. Abu- 

erif appended his name is a political diktat in the guise of a 
proposal. That the leaders of three “radical” PLO factions — 
Nayef Hawatmeh, George Habash and Ahmed Jibril - have 
tossed it out of the window, does not make it more deserving. 

The document ends with the open threat that, if left unsatis- 
fied, the Palestinians will continue to exercise ‘‘the right to 
resist the occupation,” which Mr. Abu-Sherif does not offer to 
suspend even for the duration of the “peace talks.” Such 
trifling with peace will, however, get the Palestinians nowhere, 
certainly not when considered against the background of the 
macabre slaying Sunday night of Eli Cohen, the peaceful 
moshavnik from Shekef, inside Israel.
